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The following are prominent mombars of the Ho Chi l’inh Government whose 
appointments are designed to lend credence to Vict ltinh claims that the 
goverment is representative of all political and religious prouns in Viet 
Nam. These individuals arc actually figurcheads and exercise little or no 
authority. 
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1. Phan Anh. “tinister of Zeonomy, Uember of the Democratic Party. Among the 
high-level can-bo, Vhan ‘nh is the only one who displays an omenly antaronistic 
attitude tovard the Ho Chi inh Government. 


Before Trench forces occupied the area, the iinistry of Scononmy was at Vinh 
Yen. Betwcen 1940 and 1919, the Democratic Party was extremely active in the 
Vinh Yon-rhue Yon area and sccuxed the support of a large munber of intel- 
lectuals for the viet ‘inh. This was largely the result of the influence of 
the many young intellectuals, of few of whom were former mandarins » working 
in the Uinistry of Sconomy. fhan Anh and his followers believe that the 
Jemesratic Party can cooperate effectively with the Communist Party of Indo= 
china (P°I) and spread this belief among the yopulstion, The Communists 
however, aithough openly advocating a policy of union with the Domocratic 
Party, are trying to rally Demoeratic Party members to the PCI and to use 
then to create dissension within Democratic Party ranks, 


Doc La3, the nowspaper of the Denocrutic Party, is published only irrocularly. 
The iinistry of Jconomy has its om scublication, Yconomic Lonthly Review, but. 
since 19.) Less than four issues have appeared. 


The activity of the ‘inistry of Zconomy is slackening, Phan anh is a sick 

man and since the end of vorld Jar IT has weakened both nontally and physically.

ée Ju Dinh Noe. Vinister of Justice, Uomber of the Democratic farty. During 
tho rirst year of the war against the Pronch, /u Dinh Noo was vory active. 
wt thas time, Hoe, Vu Trong <hanh and Ww othors launched an editorial 
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campaign against Quang Dam, an editor of Su That, the newspaper of the PCr, 
‘mang Dam roproached flee fer taking advantace of the the autonomous organ ga= 
tion of the Ministry of Justice to act in an independent and antogorz.stic 
manner. Manz Dan wes censured by ilo Chi. itinh for the affair, on the grounds, 
however, that, it was too early to unveil Hos'’s attitude vublicly. 


In early 1943, Hoe led a Ho Chi Minh Governmont mission to investigate il- 
legal activities of high-ranking can<bo in the various zones and provincial 
echelons, Oy this occasion, loc energetically carried out bis mission, 
reporting gunity can-bo, regardless of whether or not they were PCT mermbars. 
Subsequently. oa hinsclf was censwred and only two years after Uo Chi tinh 
had ordered Quang Dam to ston his attack on Hoe, Moc was toid by vPhem Van 
Dong, Vice President of the Ho Chi Linh Government, yhether we Like it or 
not, we must follow Socialist dostrine,™ 

ab present, tne activities of the itnistry of Justice are handled by the 
Deputy Uinister, Tran Cong Tuong, while Yu Dinh oe and 4 small staff stay 
ab a farm about ten kilometers from Thai Uguyen.

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Duong Duc Hies. [inister of Youth. Member of the Democratic Party. Since 
the end of Vorld Jay IT the llinistry of Youth has been almost inactive.

ALT of the work of the Ilinistry of Sducation is entrusted to the Deputy 
Minister, Umryon Khanh Toan. ihyen is not even permitted to attend lew level 
conferences. 


Hoang Vinh Glam, inister of foreign Affairs, The Ilinistry of Foreipn Af= 
fairs began tS fimetion only after the Ho Chi Liinh Government was recomince 
b7 the Soviet bloc. Before that time the ‘nistry included only five persons, 
including the [Sinister and a iessonger, [lo Chi Minh personally initictes all 
action in the Linistry.

Phan Ke Toal., lMnister of Interior, Toai has aged a great deal since he 
was Governor of North Jiet Jam under the Japanese. Ile is now very weak and 
is forced to use a walking stick. The work of the ‘inistry of Intericr is 
handled by the Deputy [Nnister, Tran Duy mg, and Toai attends only an 
occasional large conference, if Lt happens toa be held near his here. 


Ghu Ba Phuong, linister of Gecial Velfare, This Uinistry exists in name 
Omeye ab te end of Jorld Jar II, Chu Ba Phuong retired te his home in Viet 
Yen, Bac Gian Proviuse, but when the french attacked the area in duly LONe, 
the lnister was invited to live in the President's palace in the Vict Bae 
Intersector, Viet lMuh security agents wece always stationed around his hame 
in Viet Yen aad he is now escorted by secusity guards whenever he travols. 
any security oost he passes hes been instructed to report tis fact iwaediutely 
to Lbs usuperior echelon.

and Broadcasting Services moved to Bac Kan in Deceuber 196 with several other 
cantral goveranent. services, the Deputy Uiliister of Custice, Tran Cong Tuong, 
wa assigned to assist Dr. Treng, Actually Tuongsduties were to report om the 
acLivities of Dr. Trong. 
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At that time, the staff of the Information Service was made up prinariiy of 
non-Commnists, most of them members of the Demecratie Party. Gradually, 
however, some of Trong's associates joined the PCI, more from opportuniom 
than conviction. These mon insisted on the crcation of a Directing Committee 
with complete control over the Information Service and the Director Gonezal, 
Because of Dr. Trong's protests, he was transferred to the post of Secretary 
General of the Pormanent Cormittee of the National assenbly. 


Although the title Permanent Committee of the National assemoly sugcasts a 
la-ge and active orgmization, it actually includes only the Vico Prasident, 
Father Pham 2a True, a secretary, and Dr. Trong, The President of the Com 


mittee, Ton Puc Thang, does not keep in contact with the Committce, Father 


Truc onee stated half seriously, "A year’s work for the Conmittee consists 
only of several appeals to the pconlo on the fow occasions of national festi~ 
vals ox comenorations.®
